FTER 100 years as the “School on the Hill” in Green- 
A ville, S. C., Furman University is preparing for 
another century of service with the purchase of more 
than 900 acres of land for a new campus some seven 
miles north of its present location. 


The announcement of the purchase of the new site 
came last fall at the opening of the University’s year- 
long celebration of the 125th anniversary of its found- 
ing and its 100 years in the city of Greenville.

No construction on the new campus is expected for 
at least two years but when the move is made, it will 
mark the fourth one for the University which traces its 
origin to “The Furman Academy and Theological In- 
stitution,” authorized in 1825 by the South Carolina 
Baptist State Convention and opened in 1827 at Edge- 
field, S. C. 


After a short period at Edgefield, the institution was 
first moved to the High Hills of the Santee in Sumter 
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County, S. C., and then to Winnsboro 
in Fairfield County, S. C. Finally, as 
“The Furman University,’ the doors 
were opened in Greenville in 1851. 

Another milestone in Furman’s his- 
tory was the coordination in 1933 with 
the Greenville Woman’s College, which 
began work as the Greenville Baptist 
Female College in 1855. The operation 
of the college, located on land used by 
two academies for boys and girls, was 
placed in the hands of the Furman 
trustees by the Baptist State Conven- 
tion but the relationship was broken 
for a period of about 25 years when the 
college was operated under a separate 
board‘ of trustees. 

Furman has now outgrown the cam- 
puses which in the 1850’s were situated 
in a town of some 1,750 inhabitants. The 
University is hemmed in by the tre- 
mendous growth of the city’s business 
district which encircles both the men’s 
campus and the Woman’s College 
grounds. Neither the men’s campus nor 
the Woman’s College campus, located 
about a mile apart on either end of 
Greenville’s Main Street, are large 
enough for expansion and the consoli- 
dation of the two campuses on one site. 

Besides increasing in size, Furman 
has also increased in scope from the 
days when the college curriculum was 
built on a firm foundation of Latin, 
Greek, mathematics, rhetoric, logic and 
philosophy. 

BROAD CURRICULUM 

Today, Furman University is referred 
to as a liberal arts college. As the Uni- 
versity’s President, Dr. John L. Plyler, 
has said, “This is true in the sense that 
we give a general education so that one 
is able to meet the difficulties of life 
and the ever-changing scenes. At the 
same time we prepare students for their 
life’s work. In other words, we give the 
student a well-rounded education so 
that he will know how to live while 
earning a living. 

The University offers the bachelor of 
arts, bachelor of science, bachelor of 
arts in music and the master of arts 
degrees. Students have a choice of 
majoring in many subjects including 
education (teacher training), physical 
education, art, English, history, French, 
German, Spanish, chemistry, biology, 
speech, home economics, business ad- 
ministration, economics, psychology, re- 
ligion, political science, sociology, mu- 
sic, physics and mathematics. In addi- 
tion, the curriculum contains pre-pro- 
fessional training in law, medicine, den- 
tistry, engineering and theology. 

Besides providing for the needs of its 
own student body, Furman has long 
been a believer of service to the citizens 
of the area in which it is located. The 
University’s facilities, whenever possi- 
ble, have been offered for use by the 
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community. In particular, the insti- 
tution operates a University College 
which gives regular college courses at 
night for the business people of the 
locality as well as college instruction 
to student nurses from the Greenville 
General Hospital. In addition, the mu- 
sic department has a preparatory sec- 
tion in which high school and junior 
high school students receive instruction 
in piano, voice, organ, violin, cello, 
brass and woodwind instruments. 

The University’s policy has always 
been to emphasize quality rather than 
quantity and the quality of its work is 
recognized throughout the nation. Fur- 
man is a member of or on the approved 
list of the following associations: Asso- 
ciation of American Colleges, Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, South Carolina Association of 
Colleges, Association of American Uni- 
versities, American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, National Association 
of Schools of Music (Liberal Arts mem- 
ber), Southern University Conference, 
National Commission on Accrediting, 
Southern Humanities Conference, Com- 
mission on Christian Higher Education 
of the Association of American Col- 
leges, Conference of Church-Related 
Colleges and Schools, Southern Baptist 
Association of Colleges and Schools.

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_ TENNIS AT PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE 


HEREVER tennis is played on a big 

scale, there is usually one indi- 
vidual, or at the most, two, who is push- 
ing the game because of his own per- 
sonal love and belief in it. 


A gentleman named Packard, for in- 
stance, has been teaching the youngsters 
in Winchester, Massachusetts, for years, 
and as a result, the youth of that city 
has a great many devotees of the game. 
Hazel Wightman, donor of the Wight- 
man Cup, has been doing an outstand- 
ing job in starting the “small fry” in 
the New England area, too. 

Jean Hoxie has made tennis history 
in Hamtranck, Michigan, taking a group 
of hard-boiled youngsters who claimed 
tennis was a “sissy sport” and showing 
them the way to college education and 
social ease through the game. She 
showed them also that tennis is a game 
for fighters and that sissies have no 
place in it. 

These efforts, by individuals, to “put 
across” the benefits of tennis are un- 
fortunately a necessary part of the 
growth of the game — because tennis 
just does not happen automatically any- 
where. 

A couple of boys may start a game 
of pitch and catch in the backlot or go 
down to the public park to kick a foot- 
ball around. And the “ole swimmin’ 
hole” in its new concrete form is still 
a must on the youngsters’ agenda. 

But poor old tennis just doesn’t hap- 
pen like that. 

Nowhere is this more apparent than 
in colleges today. 

Here again, we find great success 
stories. Stories of men whose love for 
the game is such that they have built 
sound tennis programs for the Physi- 
cal Education Departments and great 
teams that have brought the colleges 
and universities untold publicity. 

Sharvy Umbeck at William and Mary, 
when he was tennis coach there, at- 
tracted such players as Fred Koveleski, 
one of Jean Hoxie’s pupils, incidentally, 
and Gardner Larned, and developed a 
National Championship team. 

Dr. Alan Stowe, of Kalamazoo Col- 
lege, Kalamazoo, has built, year after 
year, out of some 300 men students, one 
of the better teams in the country. Dr. 
Stowe is head of Kalamazoo’s Chemis-

try Department, and devotes his spare 
time to the development of the game. 
Through his efforts, Kalamazoo now 
boasts a large tennis plant known as 
“Stowe Stadium.” It is there that the 
National Junior and Boys’ Tournaments 
have been played for several years. 


The University of Texas has its Dr. 
D. A. Pennick, a Greek professor, who 
has taught some fine players the game. 
Most notable of these is Wilmer Alli- 
son. 





There are, of course, many other cases 
of jobs well done in the tennis field. 
But none of them quite equals the 
Presbyterian College tennis story. A 
small denominational college in Clin- 
ton, South Carolina, Presbyterian had 
boasted excellent teams in practically 
all sports for years, but until Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Jacobs became president of the 
college, none of these teams had reached 
any national prominence. 


Dr. Jacobs, a lover of tennis, decided 


to make that sport a major one in the: 


school. A practical man, he realized 
that through this game a small college 
could compete with larger ones on an 
equal basis, providing the right coach 
was there to do the job, and the right 
boys could be attracted. To handle both 
situations, he hired professional William 
C. Lufier, who is now tennis coach at 
the University of Miami. 

A man of vision and an idealist, Dr. 
Jacobs believed that tennis was a sport 
that could develop characteristics which 
he felt young men should possess. He 
has listed these characteristics in a book 
called “Tennis, Builder of Citizenship.” 
Competitive spirit, sportsmanship, self- 
control and concentration are only a 
few of the fine qualities he felt the game 
could develop in the youth of the South. 
So beyond the college program, he 
planned to hold an annual instruc- 
tional event which would be open to 
all young people interested in the game. 
He decided to call this a Tennis Clinic, 
little realizing that the idea would catch 
on like wildfire and be used the world 
over. 

The first of these clinics was held in 
October, 1936, with Harry Fogleman, 
then coach at Duke University, and 
John Kenfield, the University of North 
Carolina coach, as instructors. Bitsy 
Grant and Johnny Van Ryn came down 
for an exhibition match. There were 50 
students in attendance from North and 
South Carolina, Florida and Georgia. 

The following year found more than 
150 participating. The United States 
Lawn Tennis Association sent one of its 
representatives to cover the event 
and then established a National Tennis 
Clinic Committee, with Dr. Jacobs as 
chairman. 

Year after -year, the Clinic became 
more and more of a success. Dr. Jacobs’

love for the college and the game was 
such that nothing was too good for 
them. Being a man who was never will- 
ing to settle for anything but the best, 
he reached for the “stars” and got 
them. Budge, Tilden, Alice Marble and 
other tennis greats all came to Clinton 
for exhibitions. The Clinic soon became 
known as the “National Model Tennis 
Clinic,” and the college enjoyed the 
reputation of being one of the foremost 
promoters of the sport in the world. 
Bill Lufler headed up these Clinics for 
years, and under his capable guidance 
the Presbyterian tennis team became 
one of the top outfits in the country. 
This impact of one man’s dream was 
far reaching, as exemplified by a story 
they are telling in Clinton. A Canadian 
girl tennis player applied for admission 
in 1942. As the school is not co-educa- 
tional in the strict sense of the word, 
it was suggested that she apply to sev- 
eral other places—most any other place 
but Presbyterian, in fact. However, she 
was determined. She had heard of the 
fine tennis teams at the college and just 
didn’t want to go anywhere else. She 
finally wore down the Admissions’ 
Committee, and eventually became a 
very valuable member of the team dur- 
ing the war years. Such is the price 
of fame—a woman on a man’s team! 
However, the story does seem to point 
out the world-wide recognition that 
Presbyterian College received as a re- 
sult of Dr. Jacobs’ extensive program 
and the excellent work of Coach Lufler. 


Today, as a result of Dr. Jacobs’ en- 
thusiasm for tennis as a college sport, 


Presbyterian College has won ten con- 
secutive South Carolina championships, 
and as a result of his use of tennis as 
a builder of citizenship, tennis clinics 
are making better tennis players and 
sportsmen in this country, England, 
France, Australia and wherever the 
game is played.

Most of the states now have an Athletic Coaches 
Association. There may be variations in the constitu- 
tions and organizational set-up in the different states 
yet the general purposes of the various organizations 
and the benefits of membership are the same. 

They are trying to improve the calibre of play in the 
various sports and to raise the standards of ethics and 
sportsmanship. They offer the Coach an opportunity to 
improve himself in the knowledge of his sport and the 
best methods and techniques of imparting his knowl- 
edge to his players. This is done by conducting annual 
coaching clinics, where successful coaches, trainers, 
and officials are engaged to discuss and demonstrate 
their methods and systems of play. 

By meeting together for a common purpose, the 
Coaches come to know and understand each other. 
By knowing his rival Coach better, a Coach is more 
tolerant when the pressure comes. The social benefits 
offered by an association of this kind are intangible — 
yet inestimable. 

Every Coach should be a member of the Coaches 
Association in his state. He will feel himself grow — 
both in knowledge of his sport and in understanding 
and tolerance of his rivals.

“SLUE" HULL

& Thurman “Slue” Hull, Texas Uni- 
versity’s new basketball coach, will 
go the distinction of being the youngest 
basketball coach in the Southwest con- 
ference. Hull, who has just completed 
a very successful three year stint at 
Lamar Tech, will succeed his former 
coach Jack Gray, who resigned from 
the Texas U coaching staff earlier this 
year. 

Hull has perhaps one of the most 
colorful playing and coaching records 
of any coach in the nation. He was con- 
sidered by Gray to be one of the best 
playmakers ever to wear the Orange 
and White. He was also the first of the 
“Little Men” at Texas University, fol- 
lowed by such greats as Al Masden and 
Slater Martin. 


Career Started in Small School 


His basketball career started in 
Hughes Springs, Texas, where he let- 
tered three successive years. In the fall 
of 1935 he entered John Tarleton and 
immediately snagged a starting berth 
at guard on that famous team which 
won 87 consecutive games in three 
years. In 1937 he transferred to Texas 
U, but was ineligible his first year be- 
cause of the Southwest Conference jun- 
ior college transfer rule. The next year, 
however, he led the Longhorns to the 
Southwest Conference championship, 
and gained a berth on the all-confer- 
ence team. In ’39 he and his teammates 
were beaten by two points for the con- 
ference flag by Rice. It was ironical 
that those two points should be ‘made 
by Frank Carswell, one of his best 
friends. 
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COACH HULL 
Coach Hull believes that the Texas 
team of 1938 was one of the best ever 
assembled in the Southwest. He states 
three reasons to back this belief. First, 
they won a hotly contested Southwest 
Conference championship; second, they 
beat Manhattan in Madison Square 
Garden more points than any New 
York team had ever been beaten be- 
fore; and third, they played in the San 
Francisco World’s Fair Tournament, 
losing in the semi-finals to Oregon, the 
eventual tournament champions. 


Inducted Into Army 


He was inducted into the Army in 
May, 1941. While stationed at Fort 
Monmouth, New Jersey, he was a 
player-coach of the base team that won 
the Army-Navy championship and ap- 
peared in the “Garden” on four dif- 
ferent occasions. He also managed to 
find time to marry his childhood sweet- 
heart, Helen Bracey, before going over- 
seas in December, 1944. Immediately 
after his return in 1946, he re-entered 
Texas University and finished the 
necessary work for his degree in 
Physical Education. 

Hull’s first full time coaching job was 
at Temple High School in 1946, where 
his team won 22 and lost 2. One of the 
losses was in the State Tournament, 
Temple’s first appearance in the Tourna- 
ment in 14 years. In 1948 he joined the 





coaching staff at Lamar College as head 
basketball and track coach and assist- 
ant football coach and scout. Although 
having little experience at football, he 
served as end coach and his scouting 
reports were amazingly accurate. 


While at Lamar his Cardinals were 
second in the 1948 State Junior College 
Tournament, and copped the consola- 
tion prize the next year. In 1950, while 
Lamar was still a junior college, he 
took on an all-senior college schedule, 
and finished the season with a 13-12 
record. 


Offensive and Defensive Strategy 


Being a pupil of Gray’s probably has 
something to do with Hull’s style of 
offense. Like Texas, he uses the fast 
break and, like Texas, if the fast break 
fails to develop, the ball is slowed down 
and a definite offensive pattern used. 
His primary offense is the single post, 
four men out style. The pivot is the key 
man and all plays are run according to 
his position on the court. The guards 
and forwards do double screening in an 
effort to get loose for a crip shot. Hull 
believes that there is no defense against 
this type of shot. He often confuses the 
defense by using a double pivot with 
the pivot men working with each other. 
All his plays and options are set up so 
that either a double or single post may 
be used. Gray once said of Hull, “He 
knows basketball backwards and for- 
wards.” His variety of offenses shows 
this to be true. 

If variety is the spice of basketball, 
Hull’s defenses are well flavored. He 
seldom uses the same defense in con- 
secutive games, although a man-to-man 
is his basic pattern. An occasional zone 
is used but more often a combination 
zone and man-to-man. In playing an 
inexperienced team he often changes 
defenses three or four times a half. 
Always, no matter what defense is 
used, he has enough men “out” to use 
the fast break. He maintains that his 
defenses depend on his opponents’ style 
of offense and his own personnel. 

Hull’s confirmed optimism is ex- 
pressed by the fact that already he has 
bought a new home in Austin for his 
family. He has two sons, Joe 5 and 
Charles 2, a bit luckier in that depart- 
ment, perhaps, than some of his col- 
leagues.

Furman University, as a member of 
the Southern Conference, competes in 
many intercollegiate sports, including 
_ football, baseball, basketball, golf, ten- 
nis, track, and swimming. During World 
War II, the intercollegiate program was 
completely curtailed and, since the re- 
' sumption of the program in 1946, it has 
been a long, uphill struggle for com- 
petitive sports to reach their former 
heights. 

The football team, called the Purple 
Hurricane, was once a name to be 
feared throughout South Carolina and 
the South. A glance at the records shows 
that in state competition Furman’s 
teams won 116 games, losing only 43. 
Both Billy Laval, the coach from 1915 
through 1927, and A. P. “Dizzy” Mc- 
Leod, head man from 1933 through 
1942, enjoyed great success with their 
spirited elevens. Bill Young, former 
Alabama and Washington Redskins 
star, is in the midst of a rebuilding pro- 
gram, which Furman supporters hope 
will prove fruitful.

Director of Athletics, Jim Meade, 
who also doubles as backfield coach, 
has contributed greatly toward the ex- 
pansion of the over-all intercollegiate 
program and facilities. Coach Lyles 
Alley, recognized as one of the shrewd- 
est basketball and baseball coaches in 
the business, copped the State Cham- 
pionship in basketball in 1946 and the 
baseball championship in 1948. His 
freshman basketball team this past sea- 
son ran up an undefeated record of 18 
straight wins, giving high hopes of a 
great future for Furman basketball. 

Since World War II, there has been 
considerable interest in wide-spread 
student participation in intra-mural 
sports at the University. An extensive 
list of activities has made it possible for 
every student to engage in some kind 
of competitive sport. The complete list 
of sports offered in the program con- 
sists of touch football, swimming, vol- 
leyball, basketball, table tennis, track, 
tennis, softball and badminton. Statis- 
tics have shown that approximately 
two-thirds of the student body partici- 
pate annually in intramural sports and, 
since competition has been unusually 
keen, spectator interest has been corre- 
spondingly high. 

Jules Medwin serves as intra-mural 
director, in addition to his duties as 
chairman of the teacher training pro- 
gram in the Physical Education Depart- 
ment. The intra-mural council is com- 
posed of representatives from member 
teams, and the whole operation is pre- 
dominantly student governed. 

A similar program operates on the 
Woman’s College campus under the 
capable leadership of Miss Elizabeth 
Brisendine and Miss Ella Gray Wilson. 
Their students are active in the Wom- 
an’s College traditional programs and 


prepare special performances for May 
Day, the Hanging of the Greens at 
Christmas and the Physical Education 
Department’s annual Tumbling Circus. 

The Department of Health and Physi- 
cal Education is under the direction of 
H. R. “Red” Dobson, who has been long 
associated with high school athletics at 
Spartanburg High School, before com- 
ing to Furman University in 1946. This 
was the first department in South Caro- 
lina to offer courses leading to a teach- 
er’s certificate in physical education, 
and it has trained both men and women 
toward a professional career, for which 
a need has long existed in this state. 
It has been justifiably claimed that 
there are more Furman graduates 
teaching and coaching in South Caro- 
lina than there are from any other col- 
lege in the state. 

The Department of Health and Physi- 
cal Education, in addition to its teacher 
training program, strives to build up 
and maintain the general physical fit- 
ness of the student body. In addition 
to the voluntary program, basic physi- 
cal education activity classes are re- 
quired of all students on the freshman 
and sophomore levels. Also, guidance 
and health knowledge and the encour- 
agement of wholesome health habits 
are vital parts of the program. The Uni- 
versity’s health service maintains an 
infirmary for the treatment and care of 
students who are in residence at the 
University. 

The Administration has been whole- 
heartedly in support of the over-all 
health, physical education and inter- 
collegiate programs and, with the in- 
creased facilities and equipment of the 
proposed new campus, the entire pro- 
gram looks forward to a great ex- 
pansion.

Football fans over here in the Mag- 
nolia State say that the SEC coaches 
are going to be in the same fix they 
were in 1947 when they picked Ole Miss 
to finish ninth and Johnny Vaught’s 
Rebels came through in amazing style 
to cop the title. It’s not Ole Miss that’s 
expected to upset the applecart next 
fall, however, but Slick Morton’s Ma- 
roon Bulldogs up at Starksville. 

In the annual poll over at Birming- 
ham last month the coaches put the 
finger on Tennessee, Alabama, and Ken- 
tucky as the big guns next fall. They 
relegated Miss. State to the 8th position 
yet decided that the Bulldogs would be 
stronger in every position when autumn 
rolls around. State has the same defen- 
sive team returning that mauled the 
Tennessee Vols so unmercifully last 
September. They also have eight of 
their first offensive team coming back. 
Coach Morton has completed a re- 
markable job of rebuilding and if he 
can come up with a reliable quarter- 
back we think he’ll be able to hold 
his own with any team in the country. 

We'll make the prediction right now 
that Tom Rushing and Bill Stewart will 
be the best pair of backs in the same 
backfield in the conference, and Wally 
Beach won’t be very far behind them. 


Tennessee is rated weaker at End and 
Tackle — Alabama weaker at center 
and in the backfield — while Kentucky 
is much weaker at ends, guards and 
tackles, but even though a few of the 
State performers will be a little ex- 
perienced they’ll be much stronger in 
every position than last year. We think 


there are going to be some very in- 
teresting afternoons next fall when the 
Maroons tie up with these three sup- 
posedly top teams.

The chief mentors picked Ole Miss 
way down in tenth place, but Johnny 
Vaught, remembering their blunder of 
the ’47 season, isn’t worried. He’ll have 
the best set of running backs next year 
in the history of the school. Not since 
the days of Junie Hovious, Merle Hapes 
and Les Dodson have the Rebels come 
up with ball-carriers such as Wissy Dil- 
liard, Dick Westerman, Jimmy Lear, 
Rocky Byrd, Showboat Boykin, and 
Bags Brenner. Yes, Vaught can field a 
seasoned all round backfield, but the 
line is questionable. Big Ken Barfield 
is back at guard with two full varsity 
campaigns under his belt, and Hal Max- 
well and Bud Slay will be back at the 
terminals. There’s not a Conerly or 
Dottly in sight, but for the first time in 
ten years Ole Miss will have a well 
balanced team. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The High School Baseball season 
hasn’t reached its climax at this writ- 
ing, but the best teams in the state are 
sure to be Greenwood and Aberdeen in 
the North and Jackson and Newton in 
the South. All four teams boast fine 
pitchers — Greenwood’s Chris Andrews 
is rated very high and so is little Eu- 
gene Bradley of Aberdeen. Charles 
Gookin is Jackson’s pride and joy while 
Pepper Thomas down at Newton is 
winding up his third season as one of 
the top-notch twirlers in the state. 

High school pitchers in Mississippi 
have chalked up eight no-hit baseball 
games during 1951. Two of the no-hit 
victories were contributed by Lefty 
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Carl Foster of Lula-Rich. The others 
came from Billy Scoggins of Crenshaw, 
Zach Gray of Tchula, Bobby Felder of 
Summit, Bo Jenkins of Sledge, Willie 
Goodwin of Drew, and Chris Andrews 
of Greenwood. 

Alabama’s star pitcher, Ed Lary, 
hurled a no-hit no-run 10-0 victory for 
Macon, Miss. against Columbus a few 
weeks ago. Most of the collegians in the 
state will be playing either in the 
North Miss. League or in the Stateline 
Loop this summer. 

The New York Giants have expressed 
great interest in Ole Miss’ star right- 
hander, Olin Briscoe. Briscoe won 18 
games against three losses in his three 
years up at the University. 

John “Kayo” Dottley has signed a 
pro grid contract with George Halas’ 
Chicago Bears. A couple of months ago 
John had decided to go into business in 
Vicksburg, but under the lucrative of- 
ferings of Halas he succumbed and is 
now in Chicago selling automobiles for 
this same Halas. 

For the first time in history Ole Miss 
won an event in the SEC Track Meet 
last month. John Paris of Memphis ran 
a near record breaking half-mile to 
stave off the last minute spurge of Jud 
Webster of Alabama. Paris had beaten 
this same Webster 10 yards in a dual 
meet. John’s time was the third fastest 
ever run in the South, and since he’s 
only a Junior great things are expected 
out of him next spring. 

Miss. State’s sophomore trackster, 
Elmo Branch, brought home six points 
for the Maroons in the meet. Elmo 
copped a surprise third place in the 
high jump with a 6-foot 4-inch leap. In 
the pole vault he stayed right with the 
champion, Leroy Poucher of Florida, 
until they reached the 13-foot 8-inch 
mark where he dropped by the wayside. 
Elmo has two more years of competition 
and he is also a star high hurdler. 

In high school circles this spring it 
was all Jackson as the Bengals won 
both the State and Big Eight Track 
Meets. Although the Capital City lads 
had no outstanding performers they 
more than made up for this in numbers. 
Charley Byrd broke the State record in 
the discus with a 143-foot toss. The 
Clinton boy came back to win the shot 
with a 49-foot heave.

HE state track and field meet was 
held in Little Rock, Friday and 
Saturday, May 4th and 5th. 

The “B” Division and Junior High 
was held on May 4th with the “A” and 
“Big Six” teams competing on May 5th. 
For the first time in three years the 
weather was good. 

In the Big Six, Little Rock was tops 
in the record-breaking department and 
tops in scoring. The final count gave 
the Tigers 53 points to grab their usual 
close victory over North Little Rock. 
The North Siders had 49% points. Little 
Rock was defending champ. Trailing 
far behind the two leaders were Pine 
Bluff with 18 points; Fort Smith with 
17, and Hot Springs with 16% points. 
El Dorado did not enter. 

A pair of Russellville boys (David 
Sacrey and Dunn) tied for the high- 
point honors in the Class A to lead their 
team to the championship. The Russell- 
ville victory routed the defending 
champion, Camden Panthers, off the 
throne. Dunn and Sacrey each scored 
14% points. 

Russellville’s first-place total was 37 
points. Conway was second with 22 
points, Camden third with 19, Benton 
fourth with 18, and Leachville fifth 
with 17 points. 

Little Rock’s team of Donald Conder, 
Ed Goldman, Henry Moore, and Jones 
ran two relays, the 440 and the 880, and 
broke records in both of them. Conder 
came back to set a new record in the 
220-yard dash and Leroy Evans, also 
of Little Rock, tied the record discus 
throw. Conder was the high-point man 
of the Big Six meet with 10% points. 

North Little Rock boys accounted for 
three more of the broken standards 
and Hot Springs the remaining two. 
I. E. Turner started the day off right, 
breaking the record in the 180-yard low 
hurdles during the preliminaries. His 
time there was 20.3. He ran the same 
event in 20.4 in the finals. His time of 
15 seconds flat in the 120-yard high 
hurdles was his second record of the 
day. 

Hart of Hot Springs did the 100- 
yard dash in 10.3, tying the record. 
Charlie Clark of North Little Rock pole 
vaulted 10 feet, 10 inches, to tie the 
record in that-event. Matthews of Hot 
Springs set a new mark in the high 
jump, five feet, eight and a half inches. 

The two new Class A records are the 
exclusive property of the surprising 
Russellville team. Sacrey threw the 
discus 148 feet, four and a half inches 
to beat the old record by more than a 
foot. Baker toured the 180-yard low 
hurdles course in 20.6, chopping four- 
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tenths of a second off that record. 

As usual, the Wildcats from North 
Little Rock won the last event of the 
day, the mile relay, but it was too late. 
The Tigers had sewed up the meet with 
Conder’s record-making victory in the 
220-yard dash, the next to the last 
event. 

Russellville led the Class A meet all 
the way, and led it decisively after pull- 
ing out of an early duel with Conway. 
Conway came up late, winning the mile 
relay, to take second place from Cam- 
den. 

Other Class A high-point individuals, 
besides the flashes from Russellville, 
were Stephens of Conway with 13 
points, Crabb of Benton with 1144, and 
Baker of Russellville with 7% points. 

Those behind Conder in the Big Six 
individual scoring column were Evans 
of Little Rock and Turner of North 
Little Rock with 10 each, and Wade of 
Little Rock with nine. 

The order of finish and the points 
garnered by the other Class A teams 
includes Piggott, 11; Bentonville, six; 
Monticello and Sheridan, five each; 
Walnut Ridge and Crossett, three each; 
Magnolia, two; Harrison, Newport, 
Searcy, and Bald Knob, one each; and 
Texarkana nothing. 

CLASS B 

An impressive triumvirate from 
Atkins won practically everything in 
sight to lead the Red Devils to victory 
in the Class B state track meet. Fort 
Smith won the junior state crown with 
24 points, barely outscoring a boy 
named Flowers from Marianna who 
personally accounted for 23 points. 

The three boys from Atkins, Sammy 
May, Earl Kaiser and Tedder, scored 
44%, points between them, easily 
enough to win the meet. In fact, the 
totaled points of any two of those boys 
would have guaranteed Atkins at least 
a tie for the laurels. 

It was a runaway from the start. 
Atkins closed out with 52% points and 
far down the line was Osceola in second 
place with 24. Third was Lake Village 
with 14 and Norphlet was fourth with 
11%. 

In the process of dominating the meet 
from the first gun, the Red Devils broke 
three Class B records, two of the rec- 
ords they had set last year. 

May, the high point man of the meet 
with 2034, bettered two records he had 
set last year, or at least had a part in. 
His old record in the 120-yard high hur- 
dles fell as he dashed over the barriers 
in 15.6 seconds, slicing eight-tenths of 
a second off his old mark. May was 
one-fourth of the Atkins 440-yard relay 
team that established a new record. 
The Red Devils set that mark last year, 
but they did it in 45.8 this year, three- 
tenths of a second better. 
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The other man who smashed a record 
was Earl Kaiser, the second high-scor- 
ing individual of the meet, with 12% 
points, who toured the 180-yard high 
hurdles course in 20.5, knocking 1.4 off 
the record set by Burrows of Hartford 
last year. 

Tedder was the third man in the indi- 
vidual high-scoring department and he 
was the third man in the Atkins trio 
that left the other teams high and dry. 
He scored 11% points. 

The Red Devils from the District 4B 
school can be excused if they take a 
nonchalant view of the whole thing. 
This is the fifth time they have copped 
the meet in the last six years. 

Other Class B teams and their scores 
were: Carlisle and Hughes, nine each; 
Foreman and North Heights of Tex- 
arkana, eight each; Dardanelle, seven;

INTERPRETATION OF REFERENDUM VOTE 


The winner in any contest is the big story, but oftentimes 
the score and the statistics also make some startling revela- 
tions. The same is true of the vote in the recent UIL referen- 
dum. The figures point clearly to important trends. First 
is the great number of schools participating in the poll. The 
740 votes was most gratifying. They are concrete evidence 
of genuine interest in the League program and the issues 
involved. Secondly, the figures indicate that the school 
administrators and the coaches are closer together in their 
thinking than they have ever been. This is the result of 
some giving and taking on both sides—and that’s as it 
should be. The above are general in nature; now for the 
specific. 

Spring Football to Stay 

The surprising majority favoring spring football shows 
just as clearly: 

(1) That the football coaches have done a fine job of 
seeing that spring football did not interfere with the other 
spring sports. Were this not true the superintendents would 
have legislated it out of existence. Frankly, this writer was 
a bit worried about that factor, and in his writings has 
constantly warned the coaches against it. The football 
coaches came through in grand fashion and this is a tribute 
to their professional ethics. 

(2) That opinion on this issue has “jelled” favoring it. 
The decisiveness proves this. The last time that this ques- 
tion was put to a vote the margin of victory was very thin, 
particularly in the smaller schools. In fact, it failed to pass 
in Class A by one vote. The 436-238 score proves that this 
is no longer true. 

(3) That the smaller schools put it through. Only 84 of 
the AAAA and AAA schools participated in the poll, but 
spring football got 436 favorable votes. Therefore, if all the 
4A and 3A schools had voted against it, their combined 
strength could not have defeated the issue. Keep those 
figures in mind next time that someone says that the large 
schools are forcing the small schools to have spring football. 

Vote on A4-3A Play-off Surprising 

This writer was mildly surprised at the outcome of the 
vote on the proposed play-off between 4A and 3A in foot- 
ball. The 4A’s came through as expected, but the 3A schools 
favored such an arrangement. Since they voted for it and the 
larger schools vetoed it, at least the 3A’s can cry, “’Fraidy 
cat, you’re skeered to play us.” We did not think that as

many 4A schools would vote for it as did. If we ever saw 
an “all-to-lose-and-nothing-to-win” proposition for the large 
schools, this was it. However, difference of opinion is what 
makes the world go ’round —ain’t it, Mr. Truman? 

A Crack We Couldn’t Resist 

Several coaches in Texas have the League to thank for 
automobiles they are riding around in today, and many are 
indebted to it for nice gifts and bonuses. Many fans assumed 
that this would be the last year for presenting their coaches 
with anything valued at over $100, so they got busy and did 
something on it on the “last go ’round” theory. The practice 
will probably take a drop next year for the same reason that 
the automobile market dropped after the Korean scare — 
the market is flooded. 

No More Predicting for Us 

And another thing the referendum proved to us —there’s 
no sense in sticking our neck out with predictions on the 
outcome of a vote in the League. We got a little cocky and 
made some predictions a few days before the outcome was 
announced — and sure enough, we missed on_a couple. We 
did call most of them right; but we predicted the abolition 
of spring practice as a dark horse winner. We made the 
same mistake that the Literary Digest did on Hoover and 
that Gallop did on Truman. We interpreted some isolated 
cases to be trends—and sure ’nuff, they were not. Up 
until a month ago, we had never heard a coach say that 
he would like to see spring football go. Then all of a sudden, 
several coaches admitted to us that they had requested that 
their superintendents vote for its abolition. In view of the 
close vote on several previous votes when the issue had 
barely won, we interpreted this to be a trend. So — whereas, 
whereas and whereas, etc., be it here resolved that this 
writer will never make another prediction in print. 
LEAGUE BREAKFAST ALSO INTERESTING 

Several issues came up at the League Breakfast that you 
will hear more about later. Smiley Davis, representing the 
almost unanimous opinion of the track coaches in the state, 
made a plea for bringing the first and second place regiorial 
winners in the two relays to the state meet. He based his 
argument on the idea that bringing only one penalized the 
strong track team, and thus made it possible and probable 
that the strongest team could not win the state meet. 

Ath. Dir. Rhea Williams, representing the UIL, answered 
Davis and maintained that this plan would overtax an al- 
ready crowded housing situation in Austin during the state 
meet. He pointed out how many additional boys would have 
to be housed if these two four-man events were added. He 
also said that the sponsors of golf and some of the other 
events had made similar requests and that the League could 
not grant one request and turn down the other. The fact 
that the legislature is in session every other year during this 
meet also has a bearing on the question. 

A detailed study of this problem is being made by some 
of the track coaches, and it is our hope that their work will 
result in findings that will help clear up the situation.

THREE GENERATIONS OF PROGRESS 


© Savegames Goldsmith and McGre- 
gor Golf, familiar trade names 
and trade marks on athletic, golf and 
tennis equipment, trace their origin 
back to 1875 when over humble quar- 
ters in Covington, Kentucky, across the 
river from Cincinnati, an unpretentious 
sign bearing the simple legend, P. 
GOLDSMITH — BASEBALLS, pro- 
claimed a new business venture begun 
by Philip Goldsmith. 

Seventy-six years ago long hours in 
industry left little time for leisure and 
recreation. Sports universal today were 
in their infancy, though baseball was 
rapidly growing in popularity and gain- 
ing an enthusiastic following. 

The initial venture proved successful. 
Having outgrown its original quarters, 
larger space was acquired and from 


time to time as sports grew in popu- . 


larity, other athletic equipment was 
produced in addition to baseballs. 

In 1892, Oscar Goldsmith, oldest son 
of the founder, entered the business, 
and in 1896, after his father’s death, 
Edgar Goldsmith joined his brother. In 
1897, the company, then a partnership 
under the active management of the 


second generation was removed to the 
city of Cincinnati. Successively, Hugo 
Goldsmith and Emil Goldsmith, sons of 
the founder, and William C. Cowen 
were admitted to the partnership then 
known as P. Goldsmith Sons, and once 
again in 1910 the plant was moved to 
larger quarters at the present location 
at John and Findlay Streets. In 1916, 
Philip Goldsmith, grandson of the foun- 
der, representing the third generation, 
entered the business. 

In 1922, the partnership was dis- 
solved and the company was incorpo- 
rated under the name of P. Goldsmith 
Sons Co. The constantly growing in- 
terest and the greater participation in 
sports created an ever increasing de- 
mand for quality sports equipment, 
necessitating increased production facil- 
ities. In 1928, the present five story con- 
crete and steel building was added to 
the plant to provide additional space 
for expansion of manufacturing facili- 
ties as well as housing of additional de- 
partments. As the company prospered 
it acquired the Sport Shoe Company of 
Cincinnati and the Chas. C. Carr Co. of 
Indianapolis.

son of William C. Cowen, another 
grandson of the founder, joined the 
organization. 

Anticipating an increased demand for 
quality golf equipment, the firm in 1936 
purchased the Crawford, MacGregor 
Canby Co. of Dayton, Ohio, manufac- 
turers of the nationally known line of 
MacGregor golf equipment, and a year 
later in 1937, the Draper-Maynard Co. 
of Plymouth, New Hampshire. In 1938, 
the manufacturing company, then 
known as P. Goldsmith Sons Co., was 
changed to Sport Products, Inc., its 
present name. To facilitate faster ser- 
vice and prompt delivery, a large ware- 
house carrying a complete stock of 
finished merchandise was established in 
Cincinnati in close proximity to the 
plant, and another warehouse opened 
in New York City, to speed up delivery 
and service throughout the eastern sea- 
board states. 

In 1944, the names of the selling divi- 
sions were changed to MacGregor Gold- 
smith, Inc., and MacGregor Golf Co. 
In 1945, an additional four-story plant, 
five hundred feet in length, was acquired 
for housing the golf manufacturing fa- 
cilities removed from Dayton to Cin- 
cinnati, as well as the Hall Badminton 
and Tennis Manufacturing Co. of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, purchased at that 
time. In 1949 the offices of MacGregor 
Goldsmith, Inc., and MacGregor Golf 
Co. were consolidated and moved to the 


present location, and additional ware- 
houses were established in Chicago and 
Los Angeles to provide improved ser- 
vice in those areas. 

During the growth of the company in 
physical facilities and key personnel, 
outstanding improvements in equip- 
ment were designed, pioneered and in- 
troduced by MacGregor Goldsmith. 
Many of these “Famous Firsts” com- 
pletely revolutionized athletic equip- 
ment. 

Among these is the patented “Para- 
Valve,” which was the first efficient and 
practical rubber valve ever used in in- 
flated balls. The “Laceless” construction 
of inflated play balls — eliminating the 
lace entirely —was made possible by 
the invention of the rubber valve. For 
the first time it was possible to produce 
a perfectly balanced sphere, accurate in 
flight and rebound. 

Another “first” was the introduction 
of the cantilever shoulder pads, which 
gave football players greater protection 
from shock and shoulder injuries. Now 
universally accepted, it represented a 
radical departure from the standard 
construction when first introdueed. 

Forerunner of the modern, tailored 
and trim looking football pants of to- 
day, were the original Hanley-Bachman 
two-piece football pants, with separate 
pants and hip pads, first designed, man- 
ufactured and introduced by MacGregor 
Goldsmith. Lightweight foam rubber 


padded helmets, hip pads and shoulder 
pads designed and manufactured by 
MacGregor Goldsmith made their ini- 
tial bow in the Chicago Stadium in 
1926 in the Army-Navy game, with 
both teams wearing this new light 
weight equipment. 

The “Viking” streamlined, wing-type 
football helmet designed by this com- 
pany provided a refreshing change from 
the monotonous standard helmet con- 
struction in vogue up to that time. An- 
other development was the one-piece 
molded shock-proof plastic football hel- 
met for maximum head protection. 

The recent introduction of the revolu- 
tionary “Ring Cleat” football shoe, de- 
signed to reduce injuries to ankles, 
knees and hips, while providing equal 
or more traction than the conventional 
type shoe, has won nationwide accep- 
tance and represents the first major 
improvement in football shoes since the 
introduction of conical cleats approxi- 
mately twenty-five years ago. 

To keep abreast of the ever changing 
needs in sports equipment, MacGregor 
Goldsmith and MacGregor Golf main- 
tain a staff of special representatives, 
coaches and players who are constantly 
developing and field testing improve- 
ments in sports equipment.

BASKETBALL 


“IVE university-college conferences, 
four junior college loops and over 
500 high school teams fighting for four 
state championships had the round balls 
thumping like crazy all over Texas 
from December through March. De- 
spite all this, sensations were scarce. 
When it can be said that the most sen- 
sational even in the Southwest Con- 
ference is the inauguration and subse- 
quent success of a ball-control offense 
at Texas A & M, news is scarce. 

This year also marked the finale of 
the ill-advised City Conference tourna- 
ment. Death seemed to be a welcomed 
end to those playing the lead in this 
drama while the onlookers observed it 
impassionately. Probably the other out- 
standing feature was Austin College’s 
winning its first basketball title in the 
school’s history in a fluke finish. It is 
only fair to make the observation that 
one has to be pretty close to win a 
championship even though the unex- 
pected happens in the closing games. 

SOUTHWEST CONFERENCE 

As its intersectional record clearly 
indicates, the Southwest Conference did 
not enjoy one of its better seasons. 
However, even in comparative medi- 
ocrity, the competition was keen. Texas, 
Texas A & M and Texas Christian Uni- 
versity finished in a three-way tie and 
Arkansas was not eliminated until the 
last two weeks. 

Tri-champions were declared, but in 
the play-off to select the winner for the 
NCAA tournament, A & M eliminated 
T.C.U. in a “quick death” elimination, 
but had to go the full three games 
against Texas, winning the first one at 
College Station by two points, losing the 
second by one point and winning the 
finale by one point. The last two games 
were in Texas’ Gregory gymnasium. 
The one point victory was the first 
Aggie win in Austin since 1934. Paced 
by all-conference Walt Davis and Jewell 
McDowell, the Aggies proved them- 
selves the class of the conference. Coach 
John Floyd, a Hank Iba protege, used 
his tutor’s stalling tactics to bring the 
Aggies out of the basketball doldrums 
his first year in the Southwest Confer- 
ence.

| my with four championships and 
a tie for a fifth title, led the Mid- 
South sports parade in 1950-51 with 
G.M.A. annexing two titles, McCallie 
one and a tie for a second, and Darling- 
ton and S.M.A. one each. The Raiders 
won the football, track, soccer and ten- 
nis crowns and tied with McCallie for 
the wrestling title, while G.M.A. won in 
boxing and swimming, McCallie won in 
baseball, Darlington in basketball and 
S.M.A. in golf. 

Only once before has a school more 
completely dominated the Mid-South 
sports scene, when in 1945 Baylor won 
five titles in football, basketball, base- 
ball, boxing and golf. Baylor last year 
and McCallie in 1947-48 won four cham- 
pionships. Baylor retained its titles in 
track and soccer, and G.M.A. repeated 
its boxing triumph, and in wrestling 
Baylor retained a share of its 1950 lau- 
rels. In the other six sports the defend- 
ing champions fell, by decisive margins 
in most cases. 

In spring sports Baylor broke an 11 
year domination by McCallie and Dar- 
lington in tennis; Coach Rike won his 
fifteenth track title for Baylor by the 
narrowest margin in the history of the 
meet, two points over McCallie; S.M.A. 
came through to an upset win in golf; 
and McCallie won the baseball title. 
A brief summary of the Mid-South 
spring competition follows: 

BASEBALL . 

McCallie, Eastern division winner, 
won the 1951 Mid-South baseball title 
by downing St. Andrews, western divi- 
sion winner in straight games, 7-1 and 
6-2. The win was the seventh for the 
eastern winners in nine years, the 
western title holders winning once, and 
the division winners not meeting one 
year. The championship was McCallie’s 
third, Baylor having won four and tied 
with Castle Heights for one title, with 
B.G.A. winning one title. 

At the close of the season, May 5, St. 
Andrews won the western division with 
four wins and three losses, followed by 
S.M.A., Castle Heights and C.M.A., who 
broke even and B.G.A. with three wins 
and four losses. 

In the eastern division, McCallie was 
the only team playing the minimum of 
six games required with a better than 
.500 average. McCallie had won five and 
lost three. Baylor had played and won 
three games, including 4-0 and 6-5 wins 
over McCallie. Riverside, G.M.A. and 
Darlington were none above the .500 
mark. Baylor later won another game 
from Darlington. McCallie was declared

eastern winner by the Commissioner of 
Athletics, who later decided that a 
three game play-off between Baylor 
and McCallie should be held. Baylor 
won the first game 6-4, McCallie the 
second 9-3, the third game going to 
McCallie on a forfeit. 

McCallie’s trio of pitchers, Ish Ben- 
nett, Ben Jones and Gordon Sisk, were 
outstanding. Jones, who also played in 
the outfield, and Sisk, who doubled at 
second base, both hit over .400 for the 
season. Diehl Sluss at first was a pol- 
ished fielder and Captain Pat Hairston 
was a capable receiver, who showed 
increasing power at the plate. 

Dave Bristol, Baylor shortstop, prob- 
ably ranks as the finest prospect in the 
Mid-South, with Curt Haygood, a fine 
outfielder and great hitter, not far be- 
hind. Ed Hicks on the mound for Baylor 


had a perfect season and his battery 
mate, Don Hampton, is one of the top 
catchers in the league. Miller, Riverside 
catcher, and Ned Clark, Darlington first 
baseman, were other standouts. 

For St. Andrews Richardson on the 
mound, who weakened in the late inn- 
ings of the first game and suffered from 
poor support in the second, held the 
McCallie hitters well. Jimmy Koch at 
first also stood out. Others in the west- 
ern division, which was not up to the 
eastern sector in strength, include the 
S. M. A. battery of Dan Banks and Pete 
May, Jimmy Odum, second baseman, 
and King, catcher from B.G.A. 

Each of the McCallie titles has been 
won by a different coach, the first by 
Kenneth Howard, the second by Con 
Davis and this year by Dave Spencer.

TENNIS 


Baylor’s well balanced tennis team 
walked off with the championship in 
the twentieth annual Mid-South meet 
held at Vanderbilt University May 4 
and 5, piling up a record total of 29 
points. Darlington was second with 9 
points, McCallie and S.M.A. tied for 
the third spot with 6 points each, C.M.A. 
and Castle Heights had 3 each, St. An- 
drews 2 and B.G.A. 1, with T.M.I. fail- 
ing to score. 

In spreadeagling the field Baylor 
made the finals in the “A” division sin- 
gles and the doubles an all-Baylor af- 
fair, the two matches being played 
Sunday after a two-day marathon to 
try to complete the schedule. Mahon 
Siler won the singles crown from Tom- 
my Frazier 0-6, 6-4, 6-3 and teamed 
with Keith Fort to beat Frazier and 
Tommy Guthrie in the doubles 6-2, 6-0. 
In the “B” division singles, Fort won 
from Mike Hodge of Darlington 4-6, 
8-6, 6-0. Only better record made came 
in 1948 when Darlington provided the 
finalists in all three divisions, losing 
no matches except to teammates, the 
point score being lower as fewer teams 
were entered. 

In the “B” singles, seedings ran true 
to form with the one two men meeting 
in the finals, but upsets featured the 
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other divisions, though the top entry 
won in both cases. In the “A” singles, 
Siler, Rogers of Darlington, Fisher of 
McCallie and Frazier were seeded in 
order but the two and three men failed 
to reach the semi-finals, Bumgardner 
of McCallie beating Rogers 1-6, 6-4, 8-6 
and Funkhouser of S.M.A. winning over 
Fisher 9-7, 1-6, 7-5. Siler then disposed 
of Funkhouser 6-2, 6-4, while Frazier 
downed Bumgardner 6-4, 6-8, 8-6. 

In the doubles, Siler and Fort of Bay- 
lor, Rogers and Hodge of Darlington, 
Fisher and Bumgardner of McCallie and 
Funkhouser and Thomas of S.M.A. were 
seeded in order. Guthrie and Frazier of 
Baylor toppled the McCallie pair 9-7, 
7-5 in the early rounds, then in the 
quarter-finals Siler and Fort won from 
DuPre and Plowden of Darlington 6-4, 
7-5, the S.M.A. pair downed Goedecke 
and Myers of McCallie 6-3, 6-0, the top 
Darlington team won from Maynard 
and Hull of St. Andrews 6-2, 6-1, and 
Guthrie and Frazier won from Nelson 
and Ozier of C.M.A. 6-4, 6-4. 

In the semi-finals both Baylor teams 
won in straight sets, Siler and Fort 
winning over Funkhouser and Thomas 
6-2, 6-3 and Guthrie and Frazier win- 
ning from Rogers and Hodge of Dar- 
lington 6-4, 6-4. 

Baylor’s win came with their number 
one player, Louis Royal, not competing 
because of scholastic difficulties. With 
Royal, Siler and Guthrie returning, 
Baylor will be strongly favored to re- 
tain their title in 1952. Coach Bryce 
Harris in his first year as tennis coach 
led the Raiders to their second title and 
their first since 1935. McCallie has won 
nine titles, Darlington five, M.B.A. 
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three, with one meetin 1938 ending in 

a triple tie between Baylor, McCallie 

and M.B.A. The nine teams entered this 

year set a new high for the meet. 
GOLF 

The Sewanee Military Academy four- 
some of Jimmy Trezevant, Charlie 
Wiehrs, Paul Tarnow and Buck Cater 
came from behind to win Mid-South 
team honors from Baylor, leaders in 
the early stages, and McCallie’s de- 
fending champions, in the tournament 
held May 3, 4 and 5. Carroll Armstrong, 
McCallie golfer, took individual honors 
with a record-breaking 220 for the 54 
hole route. The Mid-South meet was 
held as a part of the Southern Inter- 
scholastic Tournament sponsored by the 
Chattanooga Rotary Club, a 54-hole 
medal play event with one round each 
being played on the Fairyland, Signal 
Mountain and Riverview courses. 

The S.M.A. team, coached by Captain 
Bill Ernest, finished with a 952 aggre- 
gate, eight strokes ahead of Baylor in 
second place and another ten strokes 
ahead of McCallie. C.M.A. finished in 
fourth place with T.ML.I. fifth. Darling- 
ton also sent individual entries but did 
not enter a full team. 

At the end of eighteen holes the Bay- 
lor foursome of Billy Ford, Ed Brant- 
ley, Hugh Chapman and Bob Yancey 
held a 13 stroke lead over McCallie with 
S.M.A. a stroke farther back. The Mc- 
Callie quartet of Carroll Armstrong, 
Burton Spraker, Joe Estes and Melvin 
Deitch moved into a tie with Baylor at 
the 36 hole mark, with S.M.A. keeping 
pace a stroke back. Then on the final 
eighteen S.M.A. fired a 309 with Baylor 
taking a 318 and McCallie a 328.

TRACK 

Led by Ellis Goodloe, flashy sprint 
star, who won the individual high point 
trophy and equalled a 14 year old rec- 
ord in the 220, Coach Jimmy Rike’s 
Baylor trackmen won their fifteenth 
Mid-South title in the annual meet held 
at Emory University May 4 and 5. The 
Red Raiders had their closest shave in 
the event’s history, scoring 46 points to 
44 for McCallie in the runner-up spot. 
G.M.A. was third with 26% points, 
T.M.I. fourth with 20%, followed by 
Darlington with 15, Riverside with 12, 
S.M.A. with 10, St. Andrews with 9 
and Castle Heights with 4%. 
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When the Baylor quartet of Goodloe, 
Davis, Trimby and James scored over 
McCallie in Friday’s only final event, 
the 880-yard relay, an event which Mc- 
Callie was equally favored to win, in 
the good time of 1:34.5, gaining 10 
points to 6 for McCallie, 4 for T.MLI. 
and 2 for Riverside, they had picked up 
their eventual winning margin, though 
the final margin was only secured by a 
third place in the final event, the mile 
relay, which McCallie won. 


Baylor then qualified 12 men in Sat- 
urday’s finals while McCallie placed 11 
in the finals, T.M.I. 8, G.M.A. 7, Dar- 
lington 6, S.M.A. and St. Andrews 4 
each, Riverside 3 and Castle Heights 2. 


McCallie and Baylor each captured 
four first places, including a relay 
apiece, the Blue winning with Finis St. 
John in the mile, Homer Davis in the 
shot and Jack Cole in the 440, while 
Baylor’s Duncan won the high hurdles 
and Goodloe the two dashes. Each 
school placed in 10 of the 15 events. 
G.M.A. and Darling each won two firsts, 
Peterson of Darlington taking the dis- 
cus, Vogt of Darlington winning the 
high jump while Kimbrough in the 
javelin and Raines in the pole vault 
won firsts for G.M.A. Other firsts went 
to Black of Riverside in the broad jump, 
Tweed of T.M.I. in the 880 and Adams 
of S.M.A. in the low hurdles. 


Goodloe of Baylor with 12% points 
(first in both dashes and a leg on the 
winning 880 yard relay) nosed out 
Finis St. John of McCallie (first in the 
mile, second in the 880, a leg on the 
second place 880 relay team and the 
winning mile relay team) for the high 
point honors. 

Like L.S.U. in the Southeastern Con- 
ference, Baylor has a big bulge in track 
championships with 15, while McCallie 
has won 5, T.M.I. 2, Castle Heights 1 
and K.M.I., an invited entry, 1.

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VIRGINIA BASKETBALL REVIEW

HE College of William and Mary 

dominated the Virginia collegiate 
basketball picture, the Indians being 
acclaimed state champions with an 
overall record against Old Dominion 
competition of 11 wins and one loss. 
That single setback was suffered at 
the hands of V.P.I. at Blacksburg. The 
Gobblers lose few games at home and 
they took that one 82-77. 

William and Mary, coached by Bar- 
ney Wilson, played a major league 
schedule and finished with 20 victories 
and 11 losses. They achieved the un- 
usual distinction of being the only 
Southern Conference quint to whip 
champion North Carolina State, hand- 
ing the Wolfpack a convincing 88-78 
lacing in Norfolk. 

Wilson’s forces reached the semi- 
finals of the Southern Conference tour- 
nament, but there bowed to Dick Groat 
and Co. from Duke after an uphill 
struggle 69-71. 

Prior to that, however, William and 
Mary set a tourney scoring record in 
dumping second-seeded West Virginia 
88-67. 

The big guns in the Indian attack 
were sophomore forward Bill Chambers 
(6’-5”) and senior guard Ed (Fuzzy) 
McMillan (5’-10”). After a slow start, 
Chambers finished with 532 points, for 
an average of 17.1 per game, and Mc- 
Millan with 398, for a 12.8 average. 

Both were named to the Southern 
Conference All-Tournament team along 
with Groat and N. C. State’s Sam.

Spier A&M, with one of the strong- 
est track aggregations in the nation 
in college ranks, and the return of the 
City Conference to Class AA competi- 
tion were the features of track in Texas 
this spring. The Aggie aggregation fea- 
tured Darrow Hooper in the weights, 
Buddy Davis in the high jump and Bill 
Stalter in the sprints. They scored 
114% points, to second-place Texas’ 
60% points. 

The three-class high school meet in 
Austin featured Joe Childress, the 
Odessa speedster and W. M. (Bill) Tur- 
ner of Brady. Childress tied for 9.8 
record in the century, ran an unofficial 
48.7 quarter as the anchor of Odessa’s 
mile relay team and finished five yards 
in the lead with a 21.6 in the 220. Tur- 
ner was clocked at 9.9 in the 100 and 
tied the national record of 21.7 in the 
200-yard low hurdles. He also anchored 
Brady’s record breaking 440-yard relay 
team. Dale Imel of White Deer stole 
the show in Class B as he set a new 
record of 4:30.5 in the half-mile. He 
finished 70 yards ahead of his nearest 
competitor. 

Abilene Christian continued its su- 
periority in the Texas Conference as 
did East Texas State in the Lone Star. 
The three-school Gulf Coast Conference 
didn’t have a spring meet, but North 
Texas State fielded a well-balanced 
team in dual and invitational meet com- 
petition. The.junior colleges, com- 
peting in four conferences, kept the 
sport alive with spirited competition. 
However, Schreiner, Victoria, Kilgore, 
Ranger and Odessa were clearly ahead 
of the rest of the field.

Bill Meade, gymnastic coach of 
North Carolina University, is one of 
the new vice-presidents and the writer 
has been honored by serving on the 
rules committee. Surely men like Dr. 
Price of Florida State University, will 
continue to serve on the Olympic Com- 
mittee. It is likewise gratifying to know 
that the south for the first time is 
scheduled to hold the N.C.A.A. cham- 
pionships in 1953. These big meets in 
the past have been rotated from the 
east to mid-west to west. | 

Another pleasing result is that Flor- 
ida State University now holds the 
N.C.A.A. and A.A.U. championships for 
the country. This is history in the mak- 
ing, for it is the first time this area has 
ever won such recognition.

The writer can already see a basic difference in philosophy 
that widens the gulf between the two factions. The League’s 
primary objective is to stimulate interest in track in the 
various schools, districts and regions. It wants great num- 
bers of boys participating in and deriving the many benefits 
that this fine sport has to offer. When it achieves that objec- 
tive it feels that it has just about finished its mission. The 
UIL is already accomplishing that under the present set-up; 
and it can see no justifiable reason for stacking more boys 
on top of each other in the Austin hotels, tourist courts, etc. 
The League is not too concerned about who wins the state 
meet — that’s purely coincidental with them. 

As we see it the track coaches have three fundamental 
problems: 

1. To prove that they can create more interest in track 
among the boys by bringing more relay teams to Austin. 

2. To prove that bringing two relay teams will not add 
as many boys as the League has indicated, since there will 
be an overlapping of personnel. 

3. To prove that this plan would give the League a more 
representative champion than the present system permits. 
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Football Officiating Problems 

Two aspects of the football officiating problem were also 
presented from the floor. Harold Demment of Galena Park 
wants the privilege of paying football officials as much for 
working his games as the larger schools pay them. He based 
his argument on the theory that officials lean over back- 
wards not to offend the large-school coaches when Galena 
Park is playing them because, over the course of a season, 
the difference in the money that the large schools will pay 
the officials and the money the official will get from Galena 
Park is too tempting to the officials. 

It was also proposed that referees be paid more than the 
other officials in order to encourage more officials to take 
the added responsibilities of refereeing. He pointed out that 
the larger schools always gobbled up the referees, and that 
in his games he had to use head linesmen, field judges and 
umpires as referees. He was of the opinion that since all 
officials were paid the same, too many of them were satis- 
fied to point out the fouls and let the referee make the 
decisions, and not even bother about going that deeply into 
the rules. 

Older coaches will recall that in the old days the referees 
were paid more than the others. Then, at the request of the 
officials themselves, all were put on an equal basis. How- 
ever, this problem is a real one. We are of the opinion that 
if his cases were presented with facts to back up his con- 
tentions that the League Fathers would do som. xing about
